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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13, 15-19, 21-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record does not disclose a transmission control method and apparatus for a mechanical 
transmission that transmits an output of an internal combustion engine to wheels 
through a friction clutch by performing automatic multistage speed change comprising a 
step (a) of controlling an engine torque so that the value of transfer torque of the friction 
clutch is zero or near zero; a step (b) of allowing the gear shift of the mechanical 
transmission when the engine torque is controlled so that the value of the transfer 
torque is zero or near zero in said step (a); and a step (c) of disengaging and engaging 
gears with the clutch kept connected when the gear shift is allowed in said step (b); 

wherein the step (c) includes a sub-step (c1) of changing an engine revolution 
speed of the internal combustion engine after the gear disengagement is performed with 
the clutch kept connected, and wherein said internal combustion engine has an auxiliary 
brake, and said sub-step (d) includes actuating the auxiliary brake if the engine 
revolution speed of the internal combustion engine exceeds an upper limit of a 
predetermined revolution speed range including a target engine revolution speed 
corresponding to the gear revolution speed.
